Catafalque on Which Rests the 
" Dead Body of Pope Le»— Bur* 
ial aaturday Ivenlng. 

Rome, July 26.— FHday again the 
body of Leo XIII. lay In state in the 
'basilica of Bt. Peter's and about 30,- 
000 people passed before the cata- 
falque durins tbe day. This la proba- 
bly a slisht Inereaie orer the number 
nbo vieire4 the remain* Thvnday and 
the augmentation was donbtleai dne 
to the widely clrotilated rpports that 
Friday would be the last on which the 
public would have an opportunity of 
looUng on the body of tbe pontiff. 
These reports prorld to be baseless 
and tbe body will continue In the chap> 
el of the sacrament, at least during 
the greater part of Saturday. The 
fears expressed by the Vatican author- 
ities concerning deoompoeition appear 
to have been exaggerated. With im- 
presslTe ceremonies the body will be 
interred Saturday evening in a sar- 
cophagus at St. Peter's, where it will 
remain until taken to Its final resting 
place In tbe church of St. John Lat- 
.eran. 

After the Tiara. 

Interest Is now largely engro.ssed 
with the coming conclave and its re- 
sult The gossip of the day may be 
summed op briefly by saying that Car- 
dinal Gotti's chances of election seem 
to have Improved In comparison with 
those of other cardinals who have 
been mentioned as likely to succeed 
tbe dead pontiff, although there still 
exists a strong feeling that some one, 
hitherto scarcely talked of, may wear 
tbe tiara. 

Much comment was excited at the 
Vatican by a drive which Cardinal 
Oreglia took through the Vatican gar- 
dans Friday, morning. The workers in 
tbe more QUiet precincts of tbe gar- 
dens were startled when tbey saw the 
well-known papal carriage approach- 
ing surrounded by Swiss and nohle 
guards. Their hearts jumped as they 
•aw the face of the cardinal looking 
out at them. The camerlingo did not 
appear to be satisfied with what be 
saw. He shook bis head exclaiming 
dismally: "What decay; what neg- 
lect I could not remain abut up in 
this melancholy place. I ahould die 
Within a yea r." 

CARDINAL ORldn.lA, 

apeculatlen as to Whether He Would 
Accept the Papacy. 

The gossips of the Vatican now wish 
to know if this means that the car- 
dinal would nut accept the papacy, 
which seems practically Impossible, or 
accepting, would refuse to be tbe vol- 
untary, traditional Vatican prisoner. 
It seems that the more probable In 
terpretatlon of his remarks would be 
that if made pope, he would Institute 
great changes in the gardens. 

Tbe congregation of cardinals has 
not yet decided whether the note 
which the sacred college intends to 
address to the powers concerning the 
situation of the papacy at Rome shall 
be presented Saturday when the re- 
ception of the diplomatic body occurs. 
Tbe diplomatists accredited to tbe 
holy see wUl be proMBted by M. D'An- 
tas, the minister from Portugal, who is 
dean of the corps. Mgr. Merry Del 
Val will reply as acting secretary of 
sUte. At tbe meeting of the congre- 
gation Friday Cardinal Satolll asked 
when the conclave would be opened. 
Cardinal Oreglia repUed that be 
thought that on the vf of Friday, 
July 31. 

The congregation Friday heard the 
secret reports received from tbe nun- 
ck>s at 'Vleaaa, Paris, Munich and 
Madrid. It approved the charity be- 
queathed by Leo to the poor, dividing 
It as follows: 110.000 for Rome; M.- 
000 for Perugia, where Leo was for 
many years archbishop, and $2,000 for 
Carpineto, where the late pontiff was 
bom. ^ ^ 

Chicago, July 25.— Fire almost en 
Urely destroyed two buildings of the 
Omaha Packing Co. Friday, causing a 
loss estimated at $600,000. It is be- 
lieved the fire resulted from combus- 
tion la th e lard reflnlnt pla nt.

July 26.— On being 
refused an increase from 83 cents a 
day to 11.21, the. driver boys at the 
Conyngham mine, operated by the Del- 
aware A Hudson Coal Co.. went on 
fUlke Friday. 



'Washington, July 26. — With a view 
of making the naval service as attrac- 
tive as poMlblp to enlisted men and 
lessening visits to dhree and deser- 
tions, the navigation bureau is now 
working on a scheme for the establish- 
ment of recruiting balls and grounds 
In navy yards and stations. One of 
the most complete projects so far nn> 
folded within reasonable price came 
from the Norfolk navy yard. This 
plan makes provision for a football 
grounds, baseball diamond, grand 
stand, cinder track, swimming pools, 
recruiting hall costing $36,000, with 
gymnasium and library, dance hall 
and smoking room. It is probable 
that where sufficient ground can be 
secured these Norfolk plans will be 
adopted as a type for other yards. An 
appropriation for the purpose will be 
requested at the next session of con- 
gress. 

DAYtlQHT ROBBERIKS. 



One of the Most Daring In the History 
«r the CItjr off LIneoln. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 25. — One of the 
most daring robberies in the history 
of the city occurred F'rlday when a 
man robbed two Lincoln business 
bouses of $46, using a revolver to ter- 
rorise the victims. He first entered 
the rooms over the restaurant of O. 
B. Houck, where the latter was taking 
a bath He commanded Houck to 
make no outcry and rifled his pockets 
of $7.60. The thief then went to Rehi- 
ander's drug store and .broke in the 
rear door while the clerks were watch- 
ing a circus parade, opeq^d the safe 
and got $38. A clera was standing be- 
hind the soda water fountain at the 
the time but the robbery was not dis- 
covered until t«n minutes later, when 
the robber had disappeared.

San Juan, P. R., July 26.— Ail the 
municipal rights In the church build- 
ings at Ouayama, Arroya and Salll- 
nas have been ceded by the municipal 

authorities of those towns to the Cath- 
olic church. The question of the own- 
ership of the Catholic church build- 
ings has been disputed ever since tbe 
United States took over the Island, 
Spain, under the old regime, claiming 
title to the edifices, which, however, 
were maintained out of the municipal 
funds. The action taken by the mu- 
nicipal authorities of these three 
towns foUowa the lines recppunended 
by Qov. Hunt, and It Is believed that 
the same policy will prevail through- 
out the Island, thus settling this dis- 
turbing q uestion. 

DISPUTE OVER AN ACCOUNT. 



Tvvo Men Were KHIed and Another 
One Is Dying. 

Knoxvllle, Tenn., July 25.— Jerry 
Jarnagin, a collector for the East Ten- 
nessee brewery of this city, was shot 
and killed at LafoUette, Tenn.. Friday 
afternoon by John L. Smith, who was 
shot by Jarnagin and is now dying. 
Taylor Smith, a son of John I* Smith, 
was shot and killed by Deputy Sheriff 
Peterson, who was trying to arrest 
him. Tbe trouble was caused by a 
misunderstanding In regard to a set- 
tlement between the Bast Tameesee 
Brewing Co. and Smith, who waa tbe 
agent of the company at LafoUette. 
Jarnagin was sent out to effect a set- 
tlement. 

PRINCE FERDINAND. 



It Is Believed He Has Fled From Bul- 
garia Until EKcitement Subsldee. 

Berlin, July 26.— Notwithstanding 
tbe semi-ofllclal denial that Prince 
Ferdinand's departure from Bulgaria 
amounts to flight, the Vosslche Zel- 
tung says It believes that tbe rumors 
of the prince's flight have some basis 
and regards it as probable that he has 
left the country until the existing ex- 
citement subsides. It prints Friday 
a special dispatch from Sofia saying 
it Is openly a*serted there that an at- 
tempt against Prince Ferdinand's 
throne is not Improbable, Servia's ex- 
ample having had a profound influ- 
ence on the prince's enemies. 

THE CANAL TREATY. 



A Strong Reaction In Favor of Its Rat- 
ification Springs Up. 

Panama, July 25. — A strong reaction 
in favor of tbe ratification of tbe canal 
treaty seems tp ba occurring through- 
out Colombia. From all the principal 
(Hies and from Cauca, the largest de- 
partment of the republic, prominent 
citizens have telegraphed congress re- 
questing that tbe treaty be ratified. 
Communication with Bogota is only 
possible by mall.

As Riley Coldlron Was Coming From 

the Grand Jury Room He Was Ar- 
rested By Sheriff Callahan 
For Perjury, 

Jackson. Ky., July 25.— It was stated 

Friday night that threats have been 
made against Charles Oreen and that 
be was intimidated so that he failed 
to Identify the alleged assassins of 
James Cockritt befbre the grand Jury 
Friday. It Is now charged that tbe 
pending investigation of the grand 
Jury has been interrupted by intimi- 
dating some witnesses and preventing 
the appearance of others. 

By a vote of eight to four the grand 
Jury refused to Indict Deputy Sheriff 
William Britton on the charge of mur- 
dering Jim Cockrlll. It was divided 
throiighout the afternoon session and 
finally recessed until Saturday when 
adjournment will be taken. The Jury 
also failed to Indict Asbury Spicer. 
Witness Green testified that he reeot- 
nized two men whose names he did 
not know with Curtis Jett when tbe 
three shot Cockrlll from the court- 
house window. On the strength of this 
Britton and Spicer were arrested but 
Green's failure to Identify them as the 
murderers so weakened tbe evidence 
against the men that the grand Jury 
refused to indict. Green was brought 
and kept here under duress and has 
been in a state of terror since he came. 
Some believe that he fears to teU all 
he knows. 

As Riley Coldlron came from the 
grand Jury room he was arrested by 
Sheriff Callahan for perjury. Coldlron 
testified that Britton and Spicer were 
with Curtis Jett when Town Marshal 
James CoekrUl was killed last svm- 
mer. 

Ex-Senator Alex Hargis testified he- 
fore the grand jury for the Indictment 
of Coldlron for perjury and County At- 
torney Blanton opposed the indict- 
ment, insisting that the prosecution 
should have been pushed further in the 
Cockrlll case Instead of persecuting 
the witnesses. The grand Jury re- 
fused to indict Coldiron and ordered 
his release as well as that of Spicer 
and Britton because of Insufllctent evl> 
dence. 

McKinley Cockrlll, a brother of tbe 
assassinated town marshal, waa in 
great distress Friday night and claims 
that the prosecution has not been 
pushed against the assassins of his 
brother. He and his friends now fear 
that the assassins win never be pun- 
ished. 

The aiitl-Cof Urill people are openly 
Jubilant over the result of the work 
of the present grand jury, which is 
practically completed. They think 
that Tharp and Crawford can not be 
convicted of arson and that Plummer 
will get off with a short term and the 
men who were hac K of him will never 
be brought to trial while the assassins 
of Cox, Cockrill and others will never 
be brought to Justice. Much disap- 
pointment is expressed becauso Com- 
monwealth Attorney Byrd was com- 
pelled to leave here Thursday for Cyn- 
thiana to prepare ft)r the trial of Jett 
and White next week and it is gen- 
erally believed that he was disappoint- 
ed and discouraged with the work of 
the present grand Jury before he left. 

FORMER MAYOR AMES. 



Earl Whitney and Claude O'Erien 
Launched Into Eternity. 

Lexington, Ky.. July 25.— Earl Whlt- 
n^ and Claude O'Brien paid the death 
penalty for thf murder of A. If Chinn. 
The necl<8 of both were broken by the 
fall. As the clock struck H Friday 
morning Whitney and O'Brien were 
led to the scaffold by Deputy Sheriffs 
Kit Wilkerson and Ben Freckman. 
They were preceded on the scaffold 
by Fathers Cunningham an<l Bouldin, 
the Catholic priests. They came from 
the Jail smiling, and Whitney shook 
hands with a number of friends in tbe 
crowd. Tbe son was just beaming 
over the jail from the opposite side 
and their heads were almost in the 
sunlight, representing a crown of light 
over them. On the platform were Cir- 
cuit Clerk James Rogers and Deputy 
Sheriff McBlroy, who adjusted the 
nooses. Other offlcers tied the feet 
and hands and two men adjusted the 
caps. The priests administered the 
last sad rites, and each of them kissed 
tbe cross Just before tbe cap was slip- 
ped over their heads. Neither made a 
statement or spoke a word after reach- 
ing the scaffold, but continued to 
smile, and both were perfectly COOl, 
not a muscle twitching. 

Whitney died hard, expiring at 8:22, 
whUe O'Brien died at 8:21. Deputy 
Sheriff Ben Freckman cut the men 
down, and Undertaker Welhl took 
charge of the remains and shipped 
them to their frimds In Memphis and 
Nashville.

Miller Was Expelled From fhe Union 
on Charges and DiHmissed by 
the Public Printer. 



On An Appeal the President Directed 
That Mr. Miller Be Reinsttted As- 
sistant Foreman In theOovem* 
ment Book Bindery. 

WaphiniitdU, JiiJy 2Z. — A committee 
of the Bookbinders' union Friday filed 
with the civil service commission a 
copy of their protest against Miller, 

former superintendent of the govern. 

ment book blndf.ry. This protest Is a 
duplicate of the one filed with Secre- 
tary Cortelyr)u and Public Printer Pal- 
mer. Prior to the filing of the protest 
Commissioner Proctor said to a report- 
er that it was a useless action on the 
part of the men to see the civil service 
commission and protest to It. The 
men, he said, already proceeded about 
the matter in the correct way by filing 
with the public printer their protest, 
and the matter was now out of the 
hands of the civil service commission. 
The commission could not interfere In 
the case any more than if it concern- 
ed a private employer and his factory, 
but the membeia of the committee 
were listened to respectfully when 
they came. 

The local branch of the International 
Bookbinders' union held a largely at- 
tended meeting at Odd Fellows' hall 
Friday night to consider what action 
should be taken in the event that W. 
A. Miller, the assistant foreman of 
the bindery at the government print- 
ing (itfue, returns to duty, as he has 
expressed the intention of doing, Sat- 
urday morning. The meeting discuss- 
ed the matter for three hours and then 
adjourned subject to the call of the 
arl)itration committee of the. union. 
There were many speeches and appar- 
ently a nuniher of votes but Just what 
tbey were about no one who attended 
the meeting was willing to say. It has 
been said that members of the union 
would walk out of the printing office 
If Miller, who has Iieen expelled from 
membership from the union and dis- 
missed by the puliM<- printer, sliould 
return to work Saturday, but Presi- 
dent Barrett Friday night was non- 
communloatlve on the subject He 
would not give the least intimation of 
what was done at the meeting. 

It is said that the union decided to 
take no definite action one way or the 
other for at least three days. It is 
also said that this Is partly due to the 
prospective visit of the executive com- 
mittee of the International union, 
whose advice and assistance have 
been sought In the matter. President 
Tatem and the other two members of 
the committee are said to be now on 
their way from Chicago. 

After .Mr. Miller bad h(H>n > \pelled 
from the union and '!i.<ini.'-si i| I'mm the 
govi riinicnt priiitiiin otilce. he made 
an appeal to the administration claim- 
ing that he had violated no rules of 
the civil service and asked to be rein- 
stated. When the matter was laid 
bf'tore rresidcnt Roo.-rvelt and after 
due ('("Tisidi ration, the prc'^ident or- 
dered t'le reinstatement of the dis- 
charged assi.stant I'dreniaii.

RESTRICTING RAILWAY HOURS. 
Some good thiogi come ont of Indiuw, 

and one of them ie the new law prohibit- 
ing railwaya working their employeea on 
the ndl for moM than tiztaMi ooomou- 
tive hours. "This legislation," aaya an 
exchange, "is not only humane in ita 
proviaiona, but it containa the largest 
measure of safety for the traveling put)- 
lie and for the safety of freighte. Under 
the proviaiona of the statute the execu- 
tivo offlciala of all roada operating in In- 
diana an obliged to placard the ihopa 
and other buildings of the road with no- 
ticee to the operating othciala of the ex- 
iatrace of the law and prohibiting them 
continuing any employee in work be- 
yond the specified time. It is not to be 
believed that the rail wayi would wtllinglT 
overwork their men to the point of 
breaking them down, for good and 
trained railroaden are not picked up in 
the market placea, though the fact that 
their pay ia often according to the mile- 
age is an inducement which aome rai'- 
road men are anahle to reiiat. Sixteen 
honrt at a aftetcb ia as mnoh If not more 
than auy railroad man on)!ht to work. 
Eight hours of rest, with less than eight 
hoars Of aleep, are not more than lafD* 
cient for those who have been on the 
rail, in the engine cab or on top of a 
freight for eizteen boon.

The 1908 barley tdbaeeo crop will 

probably be a light one, eays the West* 
ern Tobacco Journal. The high prioea 
now being paid on the brenka and in the 
country are largely due to this fact.
